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1948: 


HE closing weeks of 1947, produc- 
re as they did the almost simulta- 
neous collapse of the London conference 
and the acceptance by Congress of the 
responsibility of providing unilateral aid 
to Western Europe and China, may have 
bequeathed an ominous legacy to 1948. 
Indeed, it is the con- 
sensus of the most 





experienced observ- 
ers in Washington 
that the die has been 
clearly cast. There 
are only microscopic 
hopes remaining of 
any cooperative ap- 
proach to peace by 
DALE MILLER Russia and its con- 
contiguous satellites on the one hand and 
the United States and its democratic ad- 
herents of Western Europe on the other. 
Each must go its own way, each striving 
in the months and years ahead to shape 
an ideological destiny for the world 
which inexorably must be asserted 
against the other. We are committed irre- 
vocably to a political and economic war. 
Looking back over the past two years 
it is both ironical and disturbing to re- 
flect upon what has happened to this dis- 
traught world and its hope for peace. All 
over the world there is hollow disillusion- 
ment, tension, and fear. In many parts 
of the world there is hunger and want; 
and in some parts of the world there is 
still bloodshed. Here in our own country, 
fabulously endowed though we are in 
comparison with other lands, we are con- 
fronted with conditions which few indeed 
could have prophesied when hostilities 
came to an end: An economy fraught 
with inflationary perils, and a political 
system beset with a resurgent regimenta- 
tion and tight bureaucratic controls over 
a free society. And no one expects these 
conditions to improve before they become 
worse. It is, to be sure, a dismal prospect 
of a Happy New Year, virtually any- 
where in the world. 
And yet, paradoxical as it may seem, a 
more salutary spirit seems to prevail in 
official Washington today than was evi- 
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The Economic War 


denced a year ago. It is difficult to justify 
in the face of the degeneration which has 
been experienced since that time, but it 
stubbornly exists nevertheless. The ex- 
planation of the anomaly is simply that 
we have been freed from the deceits and 
the frauds which our courtly observance 
of diplomatic amenities has compelled us 
to suffer in our relations with a duplici- 
tous country. As long as there was any 
hope of true international cooperation in 
the pursuit of a lasting peace, we could 
not in good conscience take decisive ac- 
tion alone in promoting internationally 
the principles in which we believe. We 
were bound and constricted for months 
by the formalities of negotiation; but the 
belief is general in Washington that this 
gossamer conventionality has run its 
course, The dissolution of the London 
conference finally lifted the veil, and 
sharply etched the scene behind. 


We enter the New Year, therefore, in 
an atmosphere that is more troubled than 
it was a year ago, but at least it is more 
clarified and thus somewhat more whole- 
some. It is like having an ugly truth, long 
suspected but unproved, finally identified 
for all to see. This truth is that democracy 
and communism cannot work in concert 
for the peace and security of the world, 
and must in the years of the future con- 
test against each other for supremacy 
over the destiny of mankind. It is not a 
conflict between nations and _ peoples 
alone, but something deeper, broader, 
and more fearful still, a struggle involv- 
ing the motivation and meaning of life 
itself. It is the age-old struggle of free- 
dom versus slavery, personified in this 
sweeping moment in human history by 
the most powerful exponents of each, the 
United States of America and the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics. 

The collapse of the London confer- 
ence, and the adoption by Congress of 
the forerunner to the Marshall Plan, com- 
mitted this nation to a world economic 
conflict; but none but the most puerile 
extremists‘could accuse the Administra- 
tion and Congress of not striving in 
every way possible to avert the course 


which is now inevitably before us. It is 
well to remember this, for the unity of 
action we shall need so much in the 
future will draw strength from the reali- 
zation that every reasonable alternative 
to that course was exhausted. 

The year 1948, therefore, might well 
be identified as the first year of the Eco- 
nomic War. What is immediately at stake 
is the political fate of Western Europe: 
France, Italy, Western Germany, and 
other nations, including even England. 
It has been generally accepted as a prem- 
ise that most of these countries, which 
means eventually all, will succumb to 
communism unless their economic and 
political systems can be bolstered by 
material financial aid. The decision to 
extend this aid means that the United 
States is undertaking to accomplish in 
an Economic War precisely what it would 
surely try to achieve in a military war: 
That is, extend the frontiers of conflict 
as far beyond its own borders as is strate- 
gically feasible. That is the essential ob- 
jective of the Marshall Plan. It has its 
humanitarian aspects, to be sure; but its 
primary purpose is to protect ourselves 
by strengthening others. 

The Marshall Plan, or the European 
Recovery Program as it is officially 
known in Washington, contemplates the 
expenditure of more than seventeen bil- 
lions of dollars during a period of four 
years. It is a collosal gamble, with no 
assurance that it will succeed; and fur- 
thermore few are so sanguine as to be- 
lieve that the United States can avoid 
the responsibility of continuing that aid 
beyond the period prescribed by the 
Marshall Plan. It is not a pleasing pic- 
ture or a hopeful prospect. All of that 
seems true enough; and yet the alterna- 
tive cannot be ignored. Our failure to 
undertake the gamble would seem clearly 
to permit the extension of the perimeter 
of communism through Europe and Asia. 
If France and Italy should fall to com- 
munism, no nation lying between them 
and Russia could long maintain its in- 
dependence; and even the pressures 
against England could scarcely prove 
less than irresistible in time. What the 
Marshall Plan thus undertakes to do is 
to establish, on some tortuous line de- 
termined by the angle of Berlin-to-Rome- 
to-Istanbul, the frontiers of conflict which 
otherwise would be swept oppressively 
toward us along the Atlantic itself. 
~The Marshall Plan has not yet been 
adopted, of course. Interim aid to Europe 
and China was voted during the special 
session to Congress, and on the last day 


of the session the President sent a com-

| Remember Texas

NCE I lived in the Lone Star’s rosy 

glow. I thought in superlatives: The 
most cattle. the greatest seas of oil, the 
busiest harbors, the largest ranches, the 
endless fields of cotton, the tallest sky- 
scrapers, the finest golf courses, the in- 
comparable climate. I had figures to back 
acts, and ample documentation for the 
fiction. | earned my keep as a sort of one- 
man Chamber of Commerce. The late 
William Allen White remarked on my 
continuous “snort of joy.” 

That was in the rousing °20’s before the 
dustbowl and depression. Every pros- 
pect pleased. That was while the faucet 
opened wide for free flowing money. The 
things turned tough and I took a job— 
just for awhile, I thought—in the deca- 
dent East. Just as a single Texas Ranger 
admittedly is equal to any full company 
of ordinary combat troops, so, I reasoned, 
a properly charged Texas journalist ought 
to be quite able to clarify the muddled 
situation of the Nation’s Capital and get 
back to the center-of-universe in jig 
time, or less. 

But the timetable went askew. Per- 
haps that was because of the diverting 
presence of so many other Texans fore- 
gathering in Washington to steer the ship 
of State—the Garners, the Jesse Joneses, 
the Sam Rayburns, and the innumerable 
lesser fry. Or it may be that the return 
was postponed because of the attractions 
of Pennsylvania Avenue and Embassy 
Row. Certainly, I was impressed by the 
stirring pageantry of an awakening 
America: That Man, his British friends 
Winston and George, the stately Wilhel- 
mina, the charming First Lady of China, 
the suave diplomats of the Southern 
Republics, the dark tension of war, and 
the bright returning from victorious 
battle: a breathless kaleidoscope, swift- 
moving and without end. 

Slowly, insidiously, the Texan ac- 
quired new habits in the unaccustomed 
sense. He became less bold. A degree of

tentativeness wormed into his writing: 
“One of the largest,” “among the lead- 
ing’—phrases which in Texas would 
have constituted heresy at worst, or 
watered weakness at best. Such failings, 
no doubt, stemmed from the bureau- 
cratic influence, the mustiness of the 
crowded East, the original sin of having 
voluntarily departed the Promised Land. 

In all seriousness, | must acknowledge 
that there is much to be said for my old 
state of Texas. This, notwithstanding the 
suspicion that much has been said al- 
ready and the certainty that a great deal 
more will be said in the future. We may 
as wel! resign ourselves for a long time 
to come to hearing of Texas’ vast area, 
her valient past, her plethora of re- 
sources, her unrivaled opportunities for 
fun and frolic, the beauty of her women, 
and the speed of her derby-winning 
horseflesh, her swank Neiman-Marcus 
and her sacred Alamo. It is undoubtedly 
true that the San Jacinto shaft towers 
five—or is it seven?—feet higher than 
the Washington Monument. Yes, Texas 
claims are as legitimate as they are loud. 
And a certain’ tenderness attends the 
recollection of my youthful enthusiasm. 
Some day I shall go back to Texas for 
another long look. 

Yes, I'll go back. But I'll not go back 
to revel in mere Bigness. My interests will 
not hinge on impressive “firsts” or swol- 
len bank accounts or seething commerce. 
I'll go back to bask in the remembered 
lesser—and more important—things. 

When I go back I shall want once 
more to watch the sun roar up the East- 
ern approach to the Caprock as I travel 
from Spur to Lubbock. I shall follow 
again the wild-racing golds and reds and 
purples, as an unseen brush sweeps 
swiftly across a craggy canvas. Moments 
like these outlast the trite tangibles that 
Texas makes a point to advertise. 

I have an urge to perch on the top rail 
of a corral while some picturesque coun- 
terpart of well-remembered “Scanda- 
lous” John clings to the arched back of 
an angry, flea-bitten bronc. 

To my nostrils comes the beckoning

Active in the insurance field since

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Ice Cream Vending Machine 
Service Launched in Dallas 


RGANIZATION of the Thompson 

Distributing Company of Texas 
has given Dallas both a new firm and a 
new-type business—mechanical ice 
cream vending. 

The new concern, headed by R. J. 
Thompson, has begun operations in its 
own newly constructed headquarters 
building at 1603 Sullivan Drive. The 
one-story structure provides 1,400 square 
feet of floor space for offices, garage, and 
service equipment. 

The Thompson company, only Dallas 
firm providing an ice cream vending ma- 
chine service, has two types of vending 
machines in operation at various indus- 
trial plants, business offices, and other 
locations. One type accommodates 135 
cups of ice cream of one flavor and the 
other dispenses 270 units in a choice of 
two flavors. The latter machine, the first 
of its type to be produced, has been in- 
troduced to Dallas by the Thompson 
organization. 

The ice cream is delivered from the 
coin-operated machine in an individual 
disposable cup with a disposable spoon. 
The machine is refilled every day or so 
by the Thompson company, depending 
upon the need. Ice cream in the machine 
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is kept at an even temperature at all 
times. The machine has been designed 
as a compact dispensing unit so as to 
require only a minimum of space in a 
location. 

To deliver ice cream to the various 
locations where the mechanical venders 
are in operation, the Thompson Dis- 
tributing Company is making use of 
trucks with bodies of its own design 
which contain compressors. In these 
trucks ice cream is kept at zero tempera- 
ture during the delivery to locations. 
Rigid rules of sanitation are observed in 
the various operations. Boedeker Ice 
Cream Company products are being sold 
in the venders. 

The Thompson ice cream vending 
service represents a comparatively new 
type of business in this area. Before the 
war, a limited number of ice cream vend- 
ing machines were produced for testing 
purposes. While present machines are 
regarded as proved mechanisms, they are 
still being produced in limited quantities. 

The Thompson building was erected 
by Vilbig Brothers. It is air conditioned, 
and was constructed of self-insulating 
Haydite block, a new Dallas product.

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OR Dallas’ first convention next month of the Asso- 
ciated General Contractors of America, the city’s con- 
struction program will provide an appropriate setting. 

On every hand and in every form, the visiting builders 
will see ample evidence of their industry in action on a 
scale that gave Dallas a record-breaking 1947 and forecasts 
a still bigger building year immediately ahead. 


Contract Awards. With December figures yet to be re- 
ported, total construction contract awards at the end of the 
first 11 months of 1947 had topped by some $9,000,000 the 
amount for all of 1946. On the basis of tabulations released 
by the F. W. Dodge Corporation, the 11-month total was 
$100,475,000 as against $91,514,000 for the full previous 
year. 

Most spectacular activity in building has been in the resi- 
dential field, with contract awards totaling $59,182,000 for 
the first eleven months of 1947 as compared with $52,797,000 
for all of 1946. For similar periods, non-residential contract 
awards amounted to $30,228,000 as against $29,741,000, and 
total building construction awards (commercial and resi- 
dential) were $89,410,000 as against $82,538,000. 


FUTURE PROJECTS are now on architects’ drafting boards or in 
the planning stage in sufficient volume to sustain Dallas’ present build- 
ing tempo for many months to come. They include a seven-story, 
$4,500,000 addition to the department store of Titche-Goettinger 
Company. The artist's drawing reproduced at top shows how the 
store will look after completion of the new construction, which is 
due to get under way in 1950. The artist's conception of the Cotton 
Bowl's “‘new look" after completion of improvements now being 
made is pictured at top, left. Extension of the west side and addition 
of an upper deck will increase the seating capacity to 64,000. Shown 
at center, left, is the architects’ conception of a new, $300,000 store 
being built at East Jefferson and Crawford in Oak Cliff by Skillern's 
Drug Stores. The unit will be of visual open-front construction to per- 
mit passersby to see into the store. Construction of the Southwestern 
Legal Foundation Building shown in the architect's drawing repro- 
duced at bottom, left, is included in three major building projects 
which have been authorized by the board of trustees of Southern 
Methodist University for immediate execution. 
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Building permits for 1947 totaled $58,460,549 as com- 
pared with $47,027,602 for 1946, a gain of $11,432,947. 


Worker-Management Harmony. For the general con- 
tractors, gathering from all parts of the country for their 
twenty-ninth annual meeting, Dallas also will be a vantage 
point for seeing in operation arbitration machinery that has 
helped to intensify Dallas’ building activity by keeping it 
peaceful, without walkouts. The forerunner of AGC’s own 
arbitration agreement with the building and construction 
trades department of the American Federation of Labor, the 
unique Dallas formula for promoting worker-management 
harmony was worked out some year and a half ago and set 
a pattern for others to follow. 

The arbitration, no-strike contract was agreed to by the 
Dallas County Construction Employers’ Association for the 
county’s 130-odd contractors in the commercial field and the 
Dallas Building and Construction Trades Council, AFL, for 
the approximately 8,000 union construction workers in 21 
crafts. It was adopted to run for two years certain and there- 
after indefinitely or until one of the two agreeing groups 
gives notice of cancellation. 

Most of the members of the Dallas County Construction 
Employers’ Association are likewise members of the Dallas 
Chapter of the Associated General Contractors. which will 
be host to the national convention February 9-12. Head- 
quarters will be at the Baker Hotel. Local arrangements are 
being completed under the general direction of George P. 
O'Rourke, president of the Dallas Chapter, and Julian 
Capers, managing director. 


AGC Organization. The Dallas Chapter is one of 101 
units of the AGC throughout the United States whose total 
membership includes more than 4,400 leading construction 
firms. Covering the major types of construction (building, 
highway, heavy, and railroad), the AGC members perform 
an estimated 80 per cent of all construction executed by 
contract in the United States plas a substantial volume of 
Overseas work, 
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UNDER CONSTRUCTION at Houston and Young is the new 
$2,500,000 building that will house the ‘‘Dallas Morning News." The 
architect's sketch at top shows how the structure will look when 
completed.

AGC’s 29-year history is a record of major contributions 
toward establishing the construction industry as the nation’s 
greatest single industry after agriculture, identifying the 
general contractor as a central figure in the industry, and 
improving the conditions under which the general contrac- 
tor operates.

ative relationships with other organizations in the industry, 
and an organized public relations program. In its activity to 
improve construction methods, materials, and working con- 
ditions, the AGC cooperates with other groups including the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United States. 

Birth of the AGC in 1918 with a membership of 97 gen- 
eral contractors was hastened by the first World War which 
intensified already chaotic and disorganized conditions in 
the industry and demonstrated the need for an organization 
through which the industry and the government could 
cooperate for war construction. An AGC analysis when the 
association was two years old showed that construction, next 
to agriculture, was the nation’s greatest single interest and 
brought a sense of individuality and unity to the newly 
organized general contracting industry. This was followed 
by recognition within a year by the International Chamber 
of Commerce and the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States of the fundamental character of the industry. During 
the 1920’s the industry was represented in the civic develop- 
ment department of the U. S. Chamber, in 1931 a construc- 
tion section was formed within the Chamber, and in 1935 
the Chamber’s present construction and civic development 
department committee was established. 


State Fair Projects. AGC delegates who include a tour of 
Dallas on their convention itineraries will get first-hand the 
story of Dallas’ building intensity and diversification, no mat- 
ter what route they take. Record-breaking 1947 is being 
duplicated in 1948 by many a new project in progress. 
Among these are the improvements under way at Fair 
Park including expansion of the Cotton Bowl, erection of the 
Automobile-Aviation-Recreation Building, and the building 


of Kiddie Town on the Midway. 


Under a $324,006.20 contract, the firm of Vilbig Brothers, 
Inc., is making preliminary renovation of the Cotton Bowl, 
which will be enlarged to a seating capacity of 64,000 with 
a $1.200,000 bond issue already subscribed. The improvement 
will include extension of the west side between the end zones, 
addition of an upper deck on that side, and the rebuilding vir- 
tually in its entirety of the inside of the bowl. Plans for the 
expansion were drawn by Chappell, Stokes, and Brenneke, 
consulting engineers. 

The $700,000 Automobile-Aviation-Recreation Building is 
being erected on the south side of the Esplanade opposite the 
General Exhibits Building. Walter W. Ahlschlager is architect 
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OAK CLIFF STORE of Sears, Roebuck & Company is nearing com- 
pletion at 611 West Jefferson. Its opening will mark the second mod- 
ern retail outlet to be added to Sears’ Dallas facilities within a year's 
time. The four-story structure will provide 75,000 square feet of 
shopping area. 


and J. N. McCammon is associate architect for the structure. 
Henry C. Beck is the contractor. Designed for multiple use, it 
will house the automobile show and auto accessory and avia- 
tion exhibits during the State Fair of Texas, and at other 
times will be used by the City Park Department for recrea- 
tional activities, principally basketball, and will also be avail- 
able for trade shows and meetings requiring exhibit space. It 
will be 113 by 750 feet. 

Kiddie Town is being projected as a two-acre tract of con- 
cessions and rides designed for children. Plans for the Mid- 
way addition, which will cost between $50,000 and $60,000, 
have been prepared by Vic Klein, designer for the State Fair. 
Fred Tennant, superintendent of buildings, will supervise con- 
struction. Plans call for the decoration of the entrance to the 
miniature midway with two 12-foot animated clowns of plas- 
ter of paris. The present train ride will become one boundary 
of the area and a junior-size roller coaster will be erected 
along another side. Rides, spaced around a central ticket of- 
fice, will include a merry-go-round, a scale-model Ferris wheel, 
a boat ride, and airplane rides. 


$.M.U. Additions. Three major building projects have been 
authorized for immediate work by the board of trustees of 
Southern Methodist University. Included is re-location of the 
Perkins School of Theology on a more ample plat of campus 
ground, with the construction program to comprise six build- 
ings: A larger main building, a library, a chapel, and three 
dormitories. Kirby Hall, present theology building, will be 
renamed and used for law school class rooms. 

The expansion program will also include construction of 
the $2,000,000 Fondren Science Building. Plans for the Geor- 
gian-type structure have been prepared by Mark Lemmon, 
architect, who is also designing the theology buildings. The 
Law School Quadrangle will be completed, including the erec- 
tion of the Southwestern Legal Foundation Building, designed 
also by Mr. Lemmon. Being completed is a new engineering 
building. 

Dallas Council No. 1 of the Praetorians has approved for 
immediate construction on Corinth near Morrell in Oak Cliff 
the plans for the Praetorians Youth and Recreation Center. 
involving an expenditure of $100,000 including equipment. 
The clubhouse will be a rambling stone building, with the 
main section designed for athletic contests, dances, and the- 
atrical productions. Other sections will provide space for a 
nursery and game room for children, reading rooms. soda 
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NEW HOME of Linehan & Company, manufacturers of plastic items, 
is nearing completion at Grand and Fourth. A one-story building of 
masonry construction, the new structure provides 4,500 square feet 
of floor space and adjoins a building previously erected containing 
2,000 square feet of space. 


fountain, and lunchroom. The eight-acre site will also include 
playground facilities. 

A $179,466 addition to Harwood Hall is the first of six units 
in a $400,000 expansion program under way at the Juliette 
Fowler Homes for Aged and Children on a 15-acre tract in the 
100 and 200 block of South Fulton. The addition will pro- 
vide facilities for 350 persons, double the number now accom- 
modated. Other buildings in the expansion program will in- 
clude a unit for babies, one for older boys, one for older girls, 
a chapel-gymnasium, and a hospital. 

A house at 2300 McKinney which has served as headquar- 
ters for the Dallas County Chapter of the American Red Cross 
for 19 years will soon be replaced by a modern, two-story 
structure with a basement and a single-story wing in the rear. 
The structure, fronting on McKinney and measuring 50 by 
100 feet, will provide space for all Dallas Red Cross offices 
and services. Basement space will be used for a kitchen and 
dining room, offices for safety service, home service, and nu- 
trition work, and for an area arranged for an auditorium or 
three classrooms separated by flexible partitions. General of- 
fices wll be on the first and second floors. 


Office Buildings. Among new office facilities will be the $1,- 
750,000, 10-story Merchants’ Bank Building being erected by 
the Merchants State Bank at Ross and Henderson. A substan- 
tial part of the ground floor will be occupied by the bank, 
which will lease the remainder for stores and shops and the 
upper floors for offices. Stone with granite trim will be used 
for facing the first and second stories. Upper stories will be 
recessed from the street, and will be faced in light brick. The 
ground and second floors will provide 23,000 square feet of 
space each, and the upper floors, 9,300 square feet of area 
each. 

Entrance to the building as well as to the bank will be on 
Ross. In contrast to the usual basement location, the vault and 
safety deposit boxes will adjoin the banking room on the same 
level. Facilities will be provided for parking and for drive- 
in banking service. 

Other office buildings going up include the 15-story, $3,- 
(00,000 Mercantile Securities Building, being erected at 1800 
Main by the L.M.S. Corporation; the 11-story $1,800,000 
Monroe Building being constructed at North Ervay and Fed- 
eral by the Monroe Building Corporation, and the 20-story, 
$2,500,000 M. & W. Tower, being built at Wood and Akard by 
Central Industries, Inc.

Commercial Building. Set for construction at East Jefferson 
and Crawford in Oak Cliff is a $300,000 departmental store 
for Skillern’s Drug Stores designed by Smith & Mills. Cedric 
Burgher is the contractor. The store will be built of Texas 
Cordova cream limestone and Colorado pink limestone. With 
an 84-foot frontage on East Jefferson, the new unit will be 
departmentalized to include a complete electrical kitchen for 
demonstration of major appliances, a record department with 
sound-proof booths, a book department, and a 48-foot soda 
fountain. 

Under construction at 3825 Bryan is a building to become 


the new home of the Jamieson Film Company, which with site 
will represent an investment of $100,000. The studio will be 
built of acoustically treated tile, will provide 8,500 square feet 
of floor space, and will include a laboratory, cutting rooms, an 
air-conditioned preview room with theater seats, a sound stage. } 
Winton A. Colwell is the contractor. The building will be set 7 
back 35 feet from the street, providing 10,000 square feet of 
ground for landscaping. 

A 3-story, $100,000 addition is being made to the Tread- 
way Motor Company building at 232 North Marsalis. It will 
be of steel and brick masonry construction and will provide 
22,500 square feet of space for the use entirely by the service 
department. The addition is being made to an L-shaped build- 
ing fronting on North Marsalis at Eighth and will increase 
the Marsalis frontage to 150 feet. 

H. L. Butler & Son, general contractors, are building for 
their own occupancy a new office building on Highway 77 two 
miles north of Tom Field Circle. Of Greek-style architecture, 
the structure was designed by Charles S. Dillbeck, architect, 
and is located on a five-acre tract, on which the firm has shops 
for overhauling tractors and highway machinery. It will be 
equipped with year-round air conditioning, will provide space 
for six offices, and will represent an investment of about $50,-

Construction has started on a new $400,000 Southwest office 
and warehouse structure for the Massey-Harris Company in 
the Airlawn Industrial District, served by the Missouri-Kan- 
sas-Texas Railroad. Designed by Christensen & Christensen, 
architects, the 55,000-square-foot building will be located on 
a 414-acre site and will be divided into four sections for offices, 
a 150 by 40 foot display room, a parts department, and the 
warehouse. It is being built by A. J. Rife Construction Com- 
pany. Its 204-foot front will be glassed in, and its depth will 
be 391 feet. 

The Highland Park State Bank will double its floor space 
with a $75,000 expansion program that will include the con- 
struction of a second floor to its building in the Highland Park 
Shopping Village. The building contract has been awarded to 
the A. J. Rife Construction Company. The additional floor 
will provide space for the bank’s operations and also lounge 
rooms for employees and a directors’ room. 

Work is scheduled to start soon on remodeling a three-story 
building with basement at 1806-8 Main as quarters for the 
newly chartered Empire State Bank of Dallas. organized by 
Ellis C. Huggins and Michaux Nash.

Illinois arrived in the frontier Indian 
village of Sapulpa, Oklahoma territory. 
He was disappointed by the bleakness of 
the muddy streets and board sidewalks 
that always accompany a boom town, but 
he was excited about his new job as 
telegraph operator and materials clerk 
for E. F. Yoakum, who even then was 
one of the big men in railroading in the 
Southwest.

road work. He made his first trip to 
Dallas in the spring of 1903 when he

Faught of St. Elmo, Ill. This railroad 
contracting firm became Johnston & All- 
hands two years later, and did all the 
Frisco construction work as well as that 
on many other lines including the Qua- 
nah, Acme & Pacific branch southward 
through Paducah, Ky, and the section of 
the Burlington that lies between Stam- 
ford, Texas, and Spur, Texas. 


With a natural flair for historical data, 
and an intense interest in the evolution 
of earth-moving methods through the 
centuries, Mr. Allhands has at his finger- 
tips virtually all the details concerning 
major railroad projects in the South- 
west. 

He recalls exactly what was required 
on each of the jobs he has supervised 
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these past decades, and even recalls the 
nicknames of men on the crews under 
him, the conditions under which they all 
worked, and for whom various terminals 
were named. 

Indicating the difference in cost and 
time the 40 years have made, Mr. All- 
hands mentioned that in the early part 
of the century, construction cost on a 
railroad—exclusive of corporation and 
engineer cost—ran about $12,250 a mile 
for what was termed a “turn-key” job. 
This included clearing, grading, bridg- 
ing, track-laying, a depot every 10 miles, 
a section house every 8 miles, water 
tanks, and fencing. 

“We laid tracks in those days with 65- 
pound railing,” he said. “Today, nearly 
all of those tracks have been replaced 
with rails weighing almost twice that, 
for the trains run 90 miles per hour 
where they used to run 15.” 

Work was slow around 1900 for man- 
power was required to handle the rails, 
and nearly all grading and surfacing was 
done by hand or by mule-drawn drags. 
Often as many as 400 men were required 
on a single surfacing job, and 10 miles 
completed during one month was con- 
sidered better than average. Today, the 
average is closer to a mile a day com- 
pleted, and the heavy crane does the 
work of many men in a fraction of the 
time. 

Increases in cost of materials and in 
the amount of materials used as well as 
a decline in the value of the dollar in the 
past 50 years make a modern “turn-key” 
job today run about $100,000 a mile. Cost 
of labor, now comprising a few skilled 
operators of mechanized equipment, runs 
only slightly above the lower cost for 
vast gangs of unskilled workers. 

Mr. Allhand’s building activity has 
not been confined solely to railroads. 
Sixty-four miles of “pike” out of Wills 
Point (a portion of what is now Highway 
80) was graded under his supervision. 
All the adjoining roads were mud, and 
although the “pike” was graded with 
what is now known as primitive grading, 
it made it possible for motorists to drive 
the 47 miles to Dallas in less than three 
hours. 

Standards to govern highway con- 
struction were then unknown, as there 
was no state highway department nor 
mutually agreed-upon specifications, Mr. 
Allhands explained. The county commis- 
sioners let each job on the lowest bid, and 
usually paid for it with bonds voted by 
the county. 


“Although it was the custom of the 
contractor to accept these bonds at about 
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85 cents on the dollar, they usually 
brought around 6 per cent interest,” Mr. 
Allhands recalled. “People were not as 
eager for new investments in those days 
as they are now, and bonds really paid 
well for the ones who did buy them.” 


In 1905, the experimental crawler 
tractor became steam-powered, and the 
machine age came to earth-moving and 
grading. Mr. Allhands said that one of 
the principal innovations in this crawler 
tractor was in the caterpillar process de- 
veloped in California which has been the 
basis of much construction, farm, and 
military equipment since. The modern 
bulldozer found its beginning in this 
method. 


Mr. Allhands has been so interested in 
the history of the earth-movers and the 
equipment that they used that he began 
a vast scrap-book that gives the chro- 
nology of this equipment. It will be the 
basis for his third published work. He 
is the author of “Gringo Builders”, pub- 
lished in 1931 by the Clio Press of lowa 
City, lowa, and of “Boll Weevil, Recol- 
lections of the Trinity & Brazos Valley 
Railway”, published in 1946 by the An- 
son Jones Press of Houston. 





The royalties from the latter book are 
all donated to the Freeman Memorial 
Clinic, of which Mr. Allhands has been 
president of the board of directors for 
two years. He has been active in the ex- 
pansion campaign for this charity clinic, 
and is looking forward to the planned 
expansion with the construction of the 


William M. Anderson, Jr., Wing. 


Mr. Allhands is a member of the Dal- 
las Rotary Club, and an elder of the First 
Presbyterian Church. In 1919, he estab- 
lished the firm of Allhands and Davis 
with R. E. Davis, and in 1939 J. J. Briley 
and Mr. Allhands organized Allhands 
and Briley. 


“The earth-moving industry is an im- 
portant phase of business life for trans- 
portation and civilization go hand-in- 
hand, and wherever there is transporta- 
tion, it is necessary to have an earth- 
mover,” Mr. Allhands pointed out. From 
the early hand carriers and the shoulder- 
basket haulers used in constructing the 
Appian way to the modern crane and 
deisel-motored tractors, earth-moving 
has remained a principal phase of the 
construction industry.

HE Freedom Train is on its way to 
Texas. It is carrying precious cargo 
our “Heritage of Freedom.” Every 
American should have the opportunity 
to go through the Freedom Train, for in 
it is the story of America. But, during 
its year-long run, only 300 major cities 
can be visited, and thus there will be 
millions of persons unable to board this 
famous train. 

And, so it is for them that “Heritage 
of Freedom”, the official book of the 
Freedom Train, has been published. 
Visitors to the train will also cherish this 
book as a permanent record of a thrill- 
ing experience, and all Americans will 
find in it a collection of the priceless 
heirlooms of their heritage. 


The book lists more than 125 of the 
documents exhibited and gives the his- 
tory of each. Thirty of the most impor- 
tant documents are reproduced in fac- 
simile, and in instances where the com- 
plete texts of the documents are not given 
the vital passages are. Herein are the 
basic landmarks in the development of 
American history: A letter by Columbus, 
complete texts and facsimile of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, Jefferson’s

these pages also are Francis Scott Key’s 
manuscript of “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner’, President Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 
note appointing General Dwight Eisen- 
hower as supreme commander for the 
Allied invasion of Western Europe, and 
General Jonathan M. Wainwright’s last 
message from Corregidor. 


“Heritage of Freedom” is a book that 
belongs in every American home, and 
one that should be read by every Ameri- 
can boy and girl. It is a priceless posses- 
sion in that between its covers lies the 
foundation of the principles which are 
America. 

The book has been published in co- 
operation with the American Heritage 
Foundation, sponsor of the Freedom 
Train. Frank Monaghan, who is histori- 
cal consultant of the Foundation, had 
charge of the research in connection 
with collecting and exhibiting the Free- 
dom Train documents, and in the book 
makes the explanatory comments of 
each.

We need to realize and appreciate 
the principles for which our country 
stands, and to instill in the youth of our 
nation their inheritance and their re- 
sponsibility for keeping it on the same 
strong and high plane on which it was 
founded. “Heritage of Freedom” will 
mean much to your boy, and your girl 
in understanding better and appreciat- 
ing more what they possess and right- 
fully deserve by being Americans.

They are a race of 
artists nurtured on beauty, of fighters fed 
from vigorous soil, of industrial engi- 
neers created of sweat and vast horizons. 

Great cities had no rightful place upon 
the plains. But there was welcome for 
them in the imagination of their found- 
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ers. Out of sodhouses, the famous little 
blue plow, the ornery longhorn, the itin- 
erant preacher, emerged the Texas civili- 
zation——proud, flamboyant, yet, but brave 
and gentle in its roots. The music of 
wind, twining itself through chaparral, 
has done more for modern Texas culture 
than all the fancy artists brought in by 
oil money. When J. Frank Dobie carried 
his cowtrail tales to England he did more 
for the British than the British did for him 
or for his State. He’s a rebel against the 
jazz-and-gadget age, and I hope he stays 
that way. 


Every son and daughter of this land 
has a right to such rich, substantial 
memories as those | have described. 
Memories which endure, and improve 
with savoring. Memories of fundamental 
beauty—rough-hewn or smooth, a brave 
beauty worked into the cloth of human 
character and cut to fit the form of our 
brave New World. And under all lies 
acommon duty to conserve our common 
heritage. We must save the people. And 
we must save the stuff that has made the 
people—the soil.

prehensive message to Congress detail- 
ing the long-range program. Several 
weeks will be required for debate and 
consideration of amendments after Con- 
gress re-convenes on January 6, but there 
is little reason to doubt that the European 
Recovery Program will be adopted in 
some form. 


Meanwhile, the Economic War will go 
on, insidiously enveloping, as economic 
forces always do, every civilized nation 
on the earth. And already certain gains 
can be measured, gains which are at- 
tributable at least in part to the firmness 
of American foreign policy. The severe 
communist-inspired strikes in France 
and Italy were broken; little Iran made 
a showing of resistance against the en- 
croachment of Russia; England’s econ- 
omy is stiffening; and behind the Iron 
Curtain itself the monetary system of the 
Soviet Union has been sharply devalu- 
ated to combat an inflationary crisis. 
These signs are inconclusive, of course, 
being little more than isolated manifes- 
tations of the severity of the struggle 
ahead; yet they serve as a forceful re- 
minder that an Economic War can be 
dynamic as well as passive, and that the 
forthcoming Marshall Plan can be some- 
thing more than a defensive bulwark of 
democracy.

Ferris is one of the largest construction machinery concerns in the 
South and is 99 per cent owned by its officers and employees. Today,

A. Ferris, Jr., is president.
